Soon Me- 
Mahon revived, and, had nothing more oc- 
curred, the regiment would have slept with 
joyous hearts, but as the men turned to 
leave the office the little 1ellef corps was 
Seen running by witha man. Then came 
another and another, andthey kept coming 
until eight had been carriea in and laid on 
the cots. 

One poor fellow beyond all help lay dead on 
acot while on each side were others suffer- 
ing from the terrible shock. Besides the 
electric storm there wasa severe wind and 
rain storm and tents were blown down.camp 
equipage blown in all directions, and the 
greatest confusion prevailed in camp for a 
long time.

Dr. Russell has taken up many of these last 
hopes and brought the little ones up out of 
the shadow. He has sacrificed his time and 
strength to their service. Dr. Louis T. Pim 
is with him for the last part of this week to 
relieve him from the strain, and later Dr. 
Pim will have charge for a week or longer. 
Dr. Enderle will enter the camp with the ad- 
ditions to its population, and he will remain 
with them in their suffering and to their re- 
covery.

HAY FOR EUROPE. 


Farmers Falling Over Each Other to 
Supply the Demand. 

New York, July 15.—The farmers through. 
out the country have been,tumbling over 
each other the past few months to get the 
hay which they have held over from last sea- 
son into this and other cities for export to 
Europe. The occasions when American 
farmers have been calied upon to supply 
foreign countries with hay have been sorare 
that this year Will prove a phenomenal one 
in the lives of. the grangers.. The first news 
that Europe was short of hayand that the 
United States was depended upon to relieve 
the distress reached here early in May. It 
did not spread rapidly and the demand was 
not supplied. American consuls abroad then 


began to inquire at the Agricultural Depart- 
ment if the hay crop was short here, 
or if there was a lack of 
desire to ship hay abroad. Foreign 
legations in this country also began to re- 
celve inquiries concerning the forage crops. 
When the news at last began to spread that 
Europe wanted hay it spread with lightning 
rapidity. It was a situation for which thous. 
ands of wily farmers had been waiting many 

ears. It has been the custom to send a lim- 

ted quantity of hay to market in the summer 
and early fall and store the rest in the hope 
that it would be worth $20 a ton, an increase 
of from $2 to $3 over usual rates. On several 
occasions this has happened. Even in their 
wildest dreams they never hoped to get $30a 
ton, and when the news that Europe was 
waiting for their surplus stock reached them 
their anxiety to supply the demand can be 
imagined. Hundreds of tons of bay from 
Iowa, Nebraska, Wisconsin and such near-by 
States as Pennsylvania and Connecticut, have 
been pouring into this and other seaboard 
cities. Tramp steamers have been loading 
at some of the Brookiyn wharves for several 

weeks and many ship-loads already have been 
landed abroad. sti the cry comes that 
more is wanted. The fact that the first de- 
mand was not made known until several 
weeks after the lack of forage throughout 
Europe grew pressing, created considerable 
distress there, and especially in France. In 
both England and France the prise was fre- 
quently as high as $50 a ton. 

A representative of the big commission 
house of Wiillams & Rickerson says that 
judging by the way the American farmers 
are striving to supply the foreign demand 
for hay, Europe would soon have all that 
she needs. All the hay in the market, he 
said, is last year's crop. None of this year’s 
hay has come in yet. The immense quanti- 
tles coming here show how the farmers 
have been hanging on to it. Market- 
men who have never heretofore paid 
much attention to hay are buying 
it in this city from $17 to $20a ton and sending 
It abroad. We have been getting $30 a ton 
for it abroad, and the persons to whom it is 
consigned pay the freight, which is about $10 
aton. This makes the hay cost $40a ton, 
and by the time the consumers get it the 
price must reach the phenomenally high price 
of The cause of the scarcity of the for- 
eign crop of fodder is said to have been the 
dry weather last year. The same condition 
of affairs exists this year. Still in this coun- 
try no searcity of forage is threatened, be- 
cause the yield this year promises to be big 
enough to supply every demand made upon

WASAINGTON, D. C., July 15.—Since the su- 
ver situation was rendered acute by the ac- 
tion of India the issue made by the Chicago 
‘platform has been lost sight of. That instru- 
ment pronounced in favor of the repeal of 
the 10 per cent tax on the circulation of State 
banks, Thereare signs that this question 


will be pushed to the front early at the com- 
ing session of Congress. The feeling in favor 
of the repeal of this tax is very strong in 
most of the Southern States and some of the 
Western States. Speaker Crisp has publicly 
pronounced himself in favor of that measure. 
One of the Cabinet officers has argued himself 
into the belief that the feeling which prevails 
in many quarters against State bank circula- 
tion is unfounded. This 1 officer — 
Oo sed to free siiver an seems 0 
think that the repeal of the State bank 
tax would be utilized to bring about 
the repeal of the Sherman law. When asked 
if the President would recommend its repeal 
in his message, he replied that he did not 
know but that he was certainthe President 
would not eppose it. There are a number of 
Senators and Represensatives from Southern 
States who are heartily in favor of State 
bank currency, and would be willing, per- 
haps, to accept it in lieu of silver. Re publi- 
cans generally oppose the repeal! of the State 
bank tax and itis notthought that a Dill con- 
taining clauses repealing the Sherman law 
and state bank tax could be enacted, 
An effort will be made to induce those will- 
ing to accept State bank currency in place of 
silver to support the repeal of the Sherman 
law, in the 1 * that it would be followed by 
the repeal ofthe State bank tax. Whether 
such a programme could be carried out can - 
not now be determined. But it is certain 
that the contest will be waged for the repeal 
of this tax only less earnestly than that 

which will be waged about silver and tks 
tariff. 


LETTER FROM FARWELL. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 15.—Ex-Senafor 
Farwell of Chicago has addressed a letter to 
Secretary Carlisle suggesting some remedies 
for the present financial difficulties. Mr. 
Farwell says: In the first place I would 
provide for the funding and refunding of all 
the natiohal debt, including bonds, green- 
backs, silver certificates and treasury notes 
into bonds running 100 years and bearing 10 
per cent interest. I would authorize the 
national banks to use these new bonds ag par 


as a basis for their issues. They would all 
take these bonds at par. would recom. 
mend the repeal of the sub-treasury act. 
This act was considered in haste,and has 
never been of any benefit to anybody. The 
Government, by continuing to use the sub- 
treasuries, discredits and shows no confidence 
in the national banks which it has created 
and which it supervises, and its example is 
followed by timid people in withdrawing 
their money from national and other banks 
and in placing it insafe deposit vaults,there- 
by adding to the intensity of the present 
panic. The Secretary of the Treasury should 
be authorized, upon the repeal of this act to 
airect his collectors to deposit the revenues 
of the country in the national banks selected 
by him atthe points where these revenues 
are collected. This would do away with the 
expense of keeping up the different sub- 
treasuries of the country, which is probably 
not less than $500,000 a year. On the subject 
of silver, I suggest that the ratio be changed 
so as to bring the value of metals toa parity 
with each other than silver free coingge, and 
provide that silver shall be a legal tender as 
long as the parity continues, and when it 
ceases it should be alegal tender for only a 
limited amount.’’ 
CIRCULARS TO COMMERCIAL BODIES. 

NEw YORK, July 15.—The New York Board 
of Trade and Transportation has sent the 
1,100 commercial bodies in all sections of the 
United States copies of the resolutions re- 
cently adopted by the board urging the re- 
peal of the compulsory silver purchasing 
section ofthe Sherman law and requesting 
each organization to forward a report of such 
action us it may take upon the question for 


presentation to Congress at the approaching 
extra session. The circular also requests 


each organization to state whether it will 


send delegates to a'convention of commercial 
bodies to be held at Washington in Septem- 
ber if it be decided to call such a convention 
to consider the financtal business situation. 


WILL NOT COME TO sr. LOUIS. 
DENVER, Colo., July 15.—The delegates ap- 
pointed here recently to attend the Silver 
Conference in St. Louls on July 17 have de- 
cided not to make the St. Louis trip, but will 


go to Chicago to be present at the meeting of 
the National Bimetallic League, which opens 
on Aug. 1. The st. Louis conference was 
considered the most important to silver ad- 
vocatesand great surprise is felt over the 
the decision of delegates. It is said that 
their action was due to a lack of funds to de- 
fray the expenses of the journey. They were 
to have started last night for St. Louis. 


SILVER PURCHASES. 
WASHINGTON, July 15.—Yesterday’s offers of 
silver were not made public, either as to the 
amount offered or prices. This morning the 
Mint Bureau announces the purchase of 100,- 


000 ounces of yesterday’s offers at 72% per 
ounce, which is the figure of the Treasury 
counter offer. Further details are withheld. 
The total amount of silver purchased up to 
Gate for July is 868,000 ounces.

Summer Care of Bulbs. 


From the New York Ledger. 

Tulips and other flowerng bulbs may be 
taken up after the tops have turned yellow 
and stored in a dry cellar; There they can 
remain until September, When beds should 


be made ready for them, and they may be 
set out to stay until after the next flowering 
season. Many persons t tulips in the 
ground in the spring. Wille vigorous bulbs 
will bloom and make a very pretty show, 
they are not at their dest the first season. 
They need a longer ti to grow their 
roots than spring planthg affords. When 
one has a permanent location, it is a 
good plan to have a large bed of tulips 
that may grow undisturbed for years. One 
may buy ordinary assorte@ bulbs and plant 
them out in this way, {allowing them to grow 
and blossom until they reach the stage known 
to the florist as freaking. This means that 
the plain red tulip, aftor 4 time throws out 
stripes and blotches of white. Some of these 
tulips become wonderfully beautiful after a 
time, and may then be marked, and after the 
flowering season is over, these may be moved 
from the parent bed and set in a border by 
themselves, or they may be allowed to go on 
blooming without being disturbed, 

Lilies of the valley increase rapidly, 
may be left for a long a 
set. They need a deep, ric 
and they should be — 1 manured if per- 
mitted to remain some years in the same lo- 
Their natural glement is rather 
moist location, where ay is plenty. and on 
this they seem to flourish best. An exception- 
ally fine bed of this flower was grown on the 
site of an old wooden buildingthat had 
crumbled to dust.

THE GEM OF THE OCEAN. 


That’s What the Cramps Expect the 
Columbia to Be. 


From the Philadelphia Record. 

Withina very few weeks it will be def 
nitely known whether or not the big cruiser 
Columbia is the world beater she was de- 
signed for. To-day she will be towed tothe 
League Island Navy Yard and placed in the 
drydock. . Adjusting the propeller blades, 
scraping and painting the bottom and a gen- 
eral inspection will occupy only a few days 


and then the cruiser will be ready fora dock 
trial of her engines. The preliminary or 
builders’ sea trial will be commenced in 
about three weeks, when the much-mooted 

question ofthe advantages of three screws 

for great speed will be settled. 

The trial will probably take place off the 
Delaware Capes, and the bullders have no 

doubt about the ability of the cruiser to show 
a clean pair of heels. Under the contract she 
is to make twenty-one knots. Edwin H. 

Cramp says he is certain that she will beat 
twenty-two knots easily and may do halt a 
knot better, while the shipyard people gen- 

erally belleve that the flyer’s record will be 

twenty-three knots or better. 

The largest completed triple-screw crutser 

now afloat is the Katserin Augusta of the 

Germanarmy. She attracted much atten- 

tion during the recent naval! review at Hamp- 

ton Roads and New York,and is able to speed 

over twenty Knots. Her engines are not so 

powerful as those of the Columbja, however, 

and her model is not by any means as well 

calculated for speed. Indeed, no warship 
afioat has such rakish, clean lines as the Co- 

lumbia, hence her nickname Pirate. 

In the early part of August the Columbia 
will be given her official trial sea trial and, 
at about the same time, her sister ship, the 
Minneapolis, will be launched. The latter is 
now receiving the finishing touches at 
Cramps’ and although the day for her launch 
has not been determined upon, it will likely 
be Aug. 10. 

This launch will be the last one for some 
time to come at the Cramps’ yards, and the 
places of the recently christened naval ships 
will be taken by the more peaceful but none 
the less important merchantman. The keel 
of one 510-footer for the new American line 
has already been laid and others will be 
started immediately. Work on the new 
battleship lowa and the cruiser Brooklyn, a 
sister to the New York, will also be com 
menced in the near future. 

The preparations for enlarging the yard 
are going steadily onward. The walls of a 
new six-story bullding for the army of 
draughtsmen employedfare nearly up. The 
structure adjoins the old office building 
fronting on Beach street. A large portion of 
the new iron machine shopon Beach street 
is alSo nearly completed.

MURDERERS UNPUNISHED. 


Silly Stand of Many Who Are Opposed to 
Circumstantial Evidence. 


Mr. James W. Clarke in Atlantic Monthly. 
Whatever may have been the case in former 
times, there is no reason to fear in this age of 
the world in English speaking countries, at 
least, that justice will often miscarry in capi- 
tal eases except to the detriment of the State. 
Sir Mathew Hale’s dictum, It is better five 
guilty persons should escape unpunished 
than one innocent person should die,“ Is 


nowadays more than lUterally fulfilled. It 
is a maxim of increasing popularity, not 
only with all accused persons, but with 
that considerable class of people who find in 
criminals an irresistible impulse to sympa- 
thetic excitement. Blackstone improved on 
Hale, making it better to have ten assassins 
escape than to have one innocent man suffer 
by anerror in the jury room. Starkie im- 
proved on Blackstone, and made it better 
that ninety-nine offenders should escape 
than one innocent man should be con- 
demned.’’ It is a probable opinion that 
even Mr. Starkie is behind the times in which 
welive. There is now a constant clamor 
which seeks to pass itself oft as public opin- 
ion, and which practically asserts that it is 
better all crimes should go unpunished than 
thatany person should by any possibility 
suffer unjustly. 

A glance at our American statistics of 
homicide for the year 1892 may appropriately 
conclude this article and point its moral. No 
fewer than 6,796 persons were murdered in 
the United States last year, as against 4,906 

ersons in 1891, 4,290 in 1890 and 3,567 in 1889. 
nnocent persons are evidently not escap- 
ing, however the guilty ones are faring. 
The American victims of homicide have al- 
most doubled in three years. In the same 
year (1882) that 6,797 persons were wmur- 
dered, only 107 were executed by process of 
law—one execution to every 63.5 murders. 

The outcry against convictions on ‘‘purely 
presumptive proof’’ is at once senseless and 
insincere. If it should ever prevail, an era 
offree murder would be the inevitable re- 
sult. It is really a protest against cupital 
punishment, thinly disguised as an objec- 
tion to the only kind of proof possible in the 
majority of criminal trials. Wholesome 
public opinion needs to be rallied inthe other 
direction. It ought never to be forgotten 
that murder is capital punishment; 
every person who kills another 
shows himself a believer in  cap- 
ital punishment—for his victim; and 
the moment these friends of capital punish. 
ment can be converted to more humane 
views, capital punishment 4 the State will 
be abolished, the vofaries of the death penal- 
ty have only to abolish it themselves and the 
State cannot continue it. But the alm of the 
emotional agitators of the day is to abolish 
the death penalty first asa public protection, 
and leave its abolitign as a rrivate pastime 
to await the discretion of nearly seven thou- 
sand executioners who are now ann ually 
practicing capital punishm ent in this coun- 
try.

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NOT A MATTER OF RACE. 


The Colored Baptist Sunday-schvol As- 
sociation of the State of Illinois, prmpted 
thereto by the recent hanging in Decatur, 
has adopted resolutions protesting ‘against 
mob violence and lynch law, of which it is 
affirmed the Afro-American race deems to 
be the subject.“ 

The association is justified in a 
against lynch law as ‘‘brutish, inhuman“ 
and a disgrace to any civilized nation.’’ 
That is true, but what justification is there 
fora race protest? and what is the occa- 
sion for the special complaint that the ne- 
gro is the victim of illegal violence? 

Lynching is not a matter of racejhatred. 
The negro is lynched in the free States of 
Illinois, New York, Kansas, lows, Ohio, 
as well as in the former slave Btates. 
White men are lynched in all of the States. 
White men lynch white men and negroes 
lynch negroes. Lynchings are the result 
of brutish popular frenzy aroused by 
brutish and inhuman crimes. Lynch law, 
so called, is merely an irrational, illegal 
and uncivilized method of suppressing 
atrocious crimes and protecting the weak 
and defenseless from brutal violence. 

If negroes suffer most from mob violence 
it is because negroes give most occasion for 
it. When negroes cease to commit crimes 
that prompt to mob violence there will be 
no negroes lynched and there will be no 
lynching when all people learn,to cherish 
law and those rights which lynch law 
tramples under foot. 

While protesting against mob violence, 
therefore, let our Afro+>Americans address 
themselves to the task of elevating their 
felfows above the crimes which produce it.

THE SUNDAY CLOSING SCANDAL. 


The sincere advocates of the Sunday 
opening of the World’s Fair have cause for 
profound disappointment and disgust in 
the resolution of the Directory to close the 
Exposition on Sundays after to-morrow. 
This resolution cannot be regarded as a 
proof of the failure of the Sunday opening 
experiment, but only as crowning evi- 
dence of the greedy unscrupulousness of 
the Exposition management. 

When the management thought that 
Sunday openihg would be profitable it did 
notscruple to violate any and all obliga- 
tions to accomplish the purpose. It ap- 
pealed to the country in behalf of the 
working people. It pledged the success- 
ful conduct of the Sunday opening with- 
out undue hardship upon employes. 
The opening was ‘based solely on 
the ground of public interests and 
the special benefit of those who could 
enjoy the educational advantages of the 
Fair on no other day. The management 
professed its willingness to give up the 
$2,500,000 appropriated by the Govern- 
ment in older to attain a great 
end of popular education and ele- 
vation. Upon this platform the mass 
of press and people, although depre- 
cating the methods of the management, 
gave cordial support to its object. It was 
sustained by the courts and the opening of 
the gates Sunday was given legal sanction. 

Having gained its purpose by these pre- 
tenses and promises the Exposition de- 
clined to meet the demands of 
Sunday opening advocates and of 
the working people. It attempted 
to force upon those for whose 
especial benefit the Fair was opened the 
injustice of a full price of admission for a 
half show. It refused to accede to the de- 
mand for a reduction of the cost of admis- 
sion which was not only an act of common 
justice but a necessity for the realization 
of the proper purpose of Sunday -open- 
ing. Finding that upon its own 
greedy terms the people would not 
attend on Sunday and that there was risk 
of the Sunday opening not bringing as 
much money into the treasury as the Gov- 
ernment appropriation it has concluded to 
shut up the Sunday shop and stick to the 
appropriation. It was only a matter of 
money. The declaration that the Sunday 
closing is in the interest of the public and 
the Fair employes is merely a bit of hypo- 
critical finesse that fitly caps the agile fal- 
sity of Sunday opening pretenses. 

The Sunday opening has not been fairly 
tried, but the Exposition management has 
been fairly tried and found wanting in 
Ptommon honesty and decency. It has 
given an exhibition of the Chicago con- 
science whose elastic end supple gyrations 
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— grandest exposition the 
World has had into a monumental scandal. 
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SENATOR ED. 


In these seismic times when statesmen 
are worried to death over finances and 
wondering how the country is going to be 
pulled out of the hole it isin Senator Ed 
Murphy of the great commercial State of 
New York stands out untouched by a 
thought of danger and careless of the 
rumblings which may presage an earth- 
quake. 

Senator Ed represents a big State in the 
Senate. In New York is the clearing-house 
of the nation and the storm ceuter of every 
financial cyclone is found in Wall street. 
Individual fortunes and the financial sta- 
bility of the whole country depend upon 
the wisdom of legislators. A cyclone 
threatens and New York trembles, but the 
Senator is unmoved, tranquil, perfectly 
satisfied with the financial situation. 

But Senator Ed’s calm is not reassuring 
to his constituents, who have intrusted 
their great interests to him. Somehow 
they have got the notion that his indiffer- 
ence is not born of confidence, but of 
ignorance. He doesn’t know the danger 
that threatens, and hence doesn’t fear it. 
Any man can be a philosopher and per- 
fectly calm in such circumstances; but 
still New Yorkers would like to be assured 
that their Senator intended to stand up for 
New York in the coming battle of the 
standard. 

But Senator Ed has his worries. Or 
rather, he has one worry which occupies 
all his time and keeps him from studying 
the finances. His worry is about the 
‘‘offisses,’’ and he proposes to put a share 
of the burden upon President Cleveland as 
soon as he returns from Buzzard’s Bay. 
He is going to find out just what the Pres- 
ident is going to do about the offlsses, 
and if he doesn’t get satisfaction he will 
have something to say about the financial 
proposals of the Administration. Then he 

will disclose the intimate relation between 
‘‘offisses’?,and finance. 

Senator Ed is a statesman. 
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ANDREW'S PRETTY COACH. 


When triumphant Democracy began to 
nod in this country and neglect those 
vigilant precautions necessary for the 
preservation of her liberties and prosper- 
ity, one Andrew Carnegie, a shrewd and 
not over scrupulous Scotchman, saw mil- 
lions in it.“ That is, he recognized 
Democracy’s blunder in lazily bestowing 
special privileges on all who preferred to 
accumulate rather than earn wealth.

An Encotraging Failure. 
From the New York WORLD. 

The attempt of South Carolina to engage in 
the liquor. traffic and to monopolize it will 
fall, as all such efforts to reverse the rela- 
tions ofthe Goverament to citizens deserve 
to fall. 

If the State has th¢right to engage in one 
form of trafic it may engage in any other 
form, It may monopolize the liquor bus! 
ness, it may mondpolize the butcher bus!- 
ness or the bread bubiness. The pretext that 
a distinction must bé drawn upon the ground 
that the one comes under the jurisutetion 
of the police power gs too filmsy for consider- 
ation. The police power involves only the 
right of a governnient to regulate and to 
restrain what — be injurious to soclety 
ifunrestrained, noſ to step in and monopo- 
lize the wrong doing. If the liquor trale Is 
an evil in itself no Sate has the power to en- 
gage init, since all ßtates are organized for 
the benefit, not the injury, of the citizens. 
If it is not an evil initself, but only an evil be- 
cause of its abuse, the State may prevent the 
abuse, but may not ¢arry on the traffice. 

These attempts to embody vagaries and 
vicious theofies inlaw are quite too preva- 
lent.

The crusade inaugurated by the Inspector 
of Weights and Measures was a move that 
was needed, but there are other evil prac- 
tices in the Union Market which should be 
investigated. Complaints have been loud 
and numerous against the modus operandi 
of individuals enjoying the privileges of 
the market, It is alleged that many of the 


frauds in their dealings with the public, but 
as yet no one seems to have had 
the courage to prosecute the offenders,’ It 
haslong beenan opensecret that many of 
the boxes containing berries, etc., have high 
bottoms and do not hold the amount of fruit 
which the purchaser is led to believe they do. 
It isnot allegedthat allthe merchants are 
guilty, but it is claimed that many 
of them are, and that when 
buyers ask for a quart of, 
berries they are given one of these boxes. 
Another trick at the market is to place de- 
cayed and withered fruit undera stratum of 
fresh, luscious peaches or berries, or what - 
ever the fruit bought may be. It is claimed 
that this deception is practiced on customers 
whether they buy baskets already prepared 
or bring their own baskets and purchase the 
fruit loose. Much of the fruit sold in the 
market, it is claimed, is unfit for use 
and did the Health Department do its duty it 
would not @nly condemn it but would order 
it hauled away immediately instead of allow- 
ing it to rot and contaminate the atmos- 
phere. 

That in many of the stalls false weights as 
well as false measures are used cannot be 
denied, and if the Inspector would make a 
thorough investigation, a number of market 
men would be charged with violating the or- 
dinance regulating weights and measures. 

That the market is not always ina strictly 
sanitary condition will be testified to by any 
one who has ever been assailed by the 
hoxious odor emanating therefrom. The 
reguiations governing the market require 
that the place shall be thoroughly cleaned 
twice per week but the rule is evidently hela 
in contempt, for it is alleged that it is not 
put in a sanitary condition twice per year. 

A man who is at the market almost con- 
stantly was asked how often the market was 
cleaned. Hesald: ‘*Well, about two weeks 
ago they squirted some water over the place, 
but that was the first time they have tried 
to clean up for a long while. You see 
they wanted to get out some of 
the matter that collected under the stalis 
during the winter.“ 

How about the false weights and meas- 
ures?’’ asked the reporter. 

„Now I can’t say they all use them, but if 
you could see the backs of most ot those fruit 
piles you would be astonished.’’

A VIRGINIA MARVEL. 


Great Natural Ice-House on Stone Moun- 
tain, in Scott County. 
From the Richmond State. 

In the north side of Stone Mountain, six 
miles from the mouth of Stony Creek, in 
Scott Counjy, has been discovered a natural 
ice-house on a grand seale. One of the old 
settlers first discovered it about 1880, but 
Owing to the fact that the land on which it is 
situated could not be bought, he refused to 
tell its whereabouts, and would only take 


the ice from it in case of sickness. 

He died without revéaling the secret to 
even his own family, and but for a party of 
gang“ diggers ae the region it might 
have remained a secret for generations, as it 
is situated on an unfréquented part of the 
mountain. 

The ice was only protected from the rays of 
the sun by a thick growth of moss resembling 
a texture, and like the moss that can be seen 
dangiing from the oaks of Louisiana and 
Texas. Its formation was after the fashion 
of a coal vein, being a few inches thick in 
some places, while several feet in others. 
The formation indicates that it had been 
spread over the surface in a liquid state and 
then congealed. By what process it freezes 
or was frozen is a matter of conjecture at this 
stage of investigation. some think that it was 
formed in the winter, and had been protect- 
ed since by the dense growth of moss which 
covers it, while the more plausible theory is 
that beneath the bed is situated a great 
natural laboratory, whose function is the 
formation of ether, and the process of freez- 
ing goes steadily on through the heat as well 
as the cold. The growth of moss resembies 
the nanging moss around Hudson Bay, and 
indicates a frigid temperature. The bed 
covers one acre andifit proves inexhausti- 
ble it will be valuable, since it is located

THINKS WASHINGTON AND BALTIMORE 
. GROWDS MOST UNREASONA BLE. 


New York and Boston People Never Criti- 
cise the Umpire’s Decisions—Track 
and Stable Gossip—Columbian Sprint- 
ing Championship—News of the Fight- 
ers—Cycling Chat—Sporting News. 


„Washington and Baltimore are about the 
most disagreeable and Boston, New York, 
chicago and Brooklyn the nicest cities to 
umpire a game in,’’ said Jack McQuaid, one 
of the best known and successfal presiding 
officers of the national game before the pub- 
lic to-day. ‘‘Now, when I say that Washing- 
ton and Baltimore are the most disagreeable 
I don’t want anyone to think that an umpire 
is ever in any danger from the cranks. That 
is all rot. The fans in these two towns are 
extremely enthusiastic, especially during a 
close and exciting game. During a contest 
of this kind, an umpire is called upon to 
render numerous close decisions, and fre- 
quently it looks as it he has given one or the 
other club a little the worst of matters. Now, 
when it looks as if the home team is the vic - 
tim, these Baltimore and Washington 
„fans“ can make more noise than any of 
the crowds onthe restof thecircuit. This 
kind of an attack is Mable to rattle a new 
comer, but most ofthe men now umpiring 
for the League have been in the business 
several years and have about become fa- 
millar with and used to such treatment. We 
take it for granted and go along with our 
business without ever paying any 
attention to it. The St. Louis, 
Cincinnati, Cleveland and Pittsburg crowds 
make considerable noise and occasionally 
roast and make life miserable for an umpire 
and, of course, we have no other recourse 
but to stand it. The Sunday crowds here 
and at Cincinnati! are the worst encountered 
anywhere, although in a game like the one 
of yesterday our decisions are always se- 
verely commented upon by the audience 
when disadvantageous to the home team. In 
New York, Brooklyn, Boston and Chicago the 
crowds are not 80 prejudiced. They 
wa to see the home team win, but 
not unless they can do 80 on the 
merits of the game. The occupants 
ofthe covered stands in these four towns, 
rarely question the judgment of an umpire 
in the way they do at Washington and Baltl- 
more, although occasionally the bleachers 
may guy the umpire ina good natured man- 
ner, 

Philadelphia’s fans sre not so Hberal 
minded. They want to see Harry Wright’s 
boys win and are not particular how they do 
so, Loulsville isthe same way, and once in 
awhile a Sunday crowd of Kentucky enthu- 
Siasts will holler long and loud when they 
think the *‘Colonels’’ have not been given 
square treatment. 

We umpires, however, very rarely let our 
prejudices get the best of us, and it makes 
but little difference to us who wins. The 
crowds make a mistake when they think we 
are giving any clubtbe best of the umpiring 
intentionally. What reason has an umpire 
todoso? He is not going to improve his 


standing by it, and club magnates and man- 
agers are not bribing men who are in their 


and decide to the best of our ability. Of 
course we make mistakes. Is there a human 
being in existence that does not?

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JENKINS’ OFFERED EBESIGHATION. 


District Attorney Milchrist Thinks He 
Bets a Bad Precedent. 

CuicaGo, July 15.—When District Attorney 
Milchrist heard to-day of the action taken 
by the friends of Judge Jenkins in Mil- 
waukee in circulating a petition requesting 
the Judge not to resign his position on the 
bench on account of the Plankinton Bank 
trouble he said that he would heartily sec- 
ond the request.

If he establishes the precedent of 
resigning for that reason then any designing 
clique could disrupt the entire bench by sim- 
ply bringing trumped up charges against the 
occupant. his might lead to wholesale in- 
justice. No sir, most emphatically he should 
not resign.’’ 


THE PUFF ADDER. 


me of His Capers Among the People of 
South Africa. 
From the Philadelphia Press. 

South Africa is what herpetologists call 
‘frich in snakes, and especially in puff 
adders, which, on account of their size, are 
among the most dangerous. At this season 
scarcely a day passes without a puff adder 
incident being recorded, and in consequence 
of the towns spreading sparsely over wild 
districts, with detached residences and ex- 


tensive gardens, itisno uncommon occur- 
remce to see a puff adder meandering down 
the street. Happily in the majority of 
cases the people know howto avoid them or 
deal with them, but notwithstanding pres- 
ence of mind and good courage fatalities do 


occur. 

An intelligent school boy near where. I was 
staying last November was investigating an 
ant hilland puta stick into a hole whena 
puff alder—an unsuspected occupant—struck 
at and hit him on the arm. The boy, I2 years 
of age, wasnearly a mile from his home, 
whither he hastened, sucking the wound as 
he went. The wound was promptly scarified 
and ammonia was applied, but the poor 
fellow died in a. few hours. The delayed 
treat ment in the caseaggravated the danger. 

Though there are other highly venomous 
and equally abundant snakes at the Cape 
they are more of.the cobra kina, while the 
puffadders are extremely sluggish and in- 
active reptiles which do not get out of the 
way, but lie half hidden among the herbage 
or among roots andstones, with which they 
assimilate in color, By their hiss they be- 
tray themselves when danger threatens, and 
that is all. A very remarkable circumstance 
occurred at Port Dlizabeth, where a puff 
adder was actually in the bed of asleeping 
lady. That it did not bite hercanonly be 
accounted for by the fact that it could not 
do so. It was under the bedclothes and had 
no space for action. The lady hada pet cat 
who was allowed to sleep in her room. 

One: night, when too much asleep to arouse 
herself, she was yet conscious of something 
lying on her chest, but eg: me it was only 
her cat she did not arouse herself, but fell oif 
again into deep siumber. In the morning 
she saw puss asleep on a chair, where she 
had settled herself the previous night, anda 
puff adder was in her bed. Happily these 
arene deadly serpents are not aggressive and 

o not attack unless provoked. The sleeping 
lady was also unaggressive, which fact 
added to the cramped up position of the in- 
truder saved her life. 


MESSAGE OF THE BELL. 


The Number of the Strokes Told the 
Years of the Departed Person’s Life.

The traveler through some ofthe more re- 
mote rural regions of Maine occasionally 
hears what most men of three score and ten 
remember as a familiar sound in their young 
days—the tolling of the church bell on the 
death of a denizen ofthe neighborhood, the 
strokes numbering the years of the person’s 


life. There is something pecullarly solemn 
about this use of the bell, so long neglected 
in the more populous communitiesf and to 
the writer no funeral service ever 
brought the fact of death home with 
the same pathos as listeningto the unex- 
pected sound of the death bell, startling 
the community into a hush, broken for a few 
moments only by the low whispered query, 
Why, who can that be?’* Then, as the toll- 
ing wenton the count was kept carefully to 
help solve the mystery. The ee = gy 3 
usually very soon after the breath had left 
the body, and before the news had spread 
through other channels. If avery a per- 
son the count would require a considerable 
time, while all would sit very still and listen 
for the strokes. 

A very dramatic scene connected with this 
old custom of tolling theage of dead is told 
by Miss Mulock in der novel, 4 
Brave Lady. It is where the shallow 
rector has used other money than his own 
and is on the point of exposure, and his wife 
sees no way to avert the disgrace about to 
settle on her husband and children, when 
the solemn sound of the death bell peals over 
the little village. S the count is 
kept and the bell goes on tolling until there 
is only one person inthe community whose 
age will com e with its strokes—the 
wealthy old man who has told the rector’s 
wife he has made her his heir. A dear friend 
lost, a fortune gained, the means brought to 
hand to make her husband’s wrong- 
doing—this is what the death bell tells her. 

Hearing recently the old familiar sound 
pealing solemnly overa Maine hamlet, the 
other day, brought this scene to mind most 


vividly.
